Israelis Accusing 
Arabs of Cheating 
During Cease-Fire 


TEL AVIV (AP) - The Israe­ 
li state radio claimed today that 
Egy pt has moved several SAM 
antiaircraft missile batteries to 
within 12 and 18 miles of the 
Seuz Canal in violation of the 
new Middle East cease-fire. 
The Jerusalem Post said that 
because of this the government 
was considering postponing ap­ 
pointment of its delegate to the 
peace talks that are to open 
soon with U.N. envoy Gunnar V. 
Jarri g as the go-between. 
The government 
radio said 
the Soviet SAM2 and SAM3 bat­ 
teries were put into place north 
of the Cairo-Suez road and be­ 
tween the Ismailia road and the 
Nile delta four hours after the 
cease fire went into effect at 
midnight last Friday . 
The Israeli military command 
refused 
to 
c o m m e n t. 
But 
on 
Wednesday 
U.S. 
officials 


in Washington said the Ameri­ 
can g overnment had received 
the report from Israeli sources 
and was investigating it. 
Some

suggested movement of the mis­ 
siles closer to the canal might 
have taken place several hours 
before the cease-fire went into 
effect and were not noted by Is­ 
raeli reconnaissance until later. 
Israel and Egy pt meanwhile 
accused each other of a minor 
cease-fire violation. 
The Israeli command said the 
Egy ptians fired a few' rifle bul­ 
lets at an Israeli patrol along 
the canal Wednesday . A 
spo kes­ 
man said no Israeli was wound­ 
ed. and the fire was not re­ 
turned.

Egy ptian 
spokesman 
in 
Cairo said the Israelis broke the 
cease-fire Sunday by firing a 
few shots at a soldier standing 


guard on the canal. He said the 
soldier was not hurt. An Israeli 
spokesman denied the accusa­ 
tion, say ing, “ We haven't shot 
even one bullet 
on 
the 
canal 
since the cease-fire.” 
An Israeli Foreign Ministry 
spokesman 
scored 
the 
Greek 
government for releasing seven 
Palestinian 
commandos 
from 
jail in exchange for 53 passen­ 
gers aboard a hijacked Greek 
airliner last month. 
rhe 
seven 
terrorists 
were 
flown to Cairo early today on a 
plane chartered by the Interna­ 
tional Red Cross. The Greek 
government said an Arab diplo­ 
mat in Athens had assured that 
“ Greek soil and Greek interests 
in general will never in the fu­ 
ture lie used for illegal actions 
by Arab commandos.” Neither 
the diplomat nor his country 
was named. 


“ It’s blackmail,’* said an Is­ 
raeli spokesman. He repeated 
his government’s stand that the 
deal to release the seven was 
made “under duress,” and that 
the Greeks were not “ morally 
bound” to carry it out. 


The seven included two men 
convicted of machine gunning 
an Israeli airliner arid killing 
one of its passengers at the Ath­ 
ens airport, (wo convicted of a 
hand grenade attack on an El A1 
office, resulting in the death of 
a Greek boy , and two men and a 
woman arrested as they pre­ 
pared to hijack a Trans World 
Airlines plane. 


1'he Greek government said a 
“ pardon decree” was issued to 
effect the release of the seven. 
But it said this decree was 
a 
formality and did not constitute 
an absolution of guilt.

The rioting in Londonderry ’s 
Bogside district erupted just be­ 
fore midnight, after a day of 
Protestant 
parades 
in 
other 
parts of the city celebrating a 
17th century Protestant victory 
over the Catholics. 
Militant Catholics who had 
been penned in the Bogside all 
day opened up on the soldiers 
just before midnight with bar­ 
rages of rocks, bottles and gaso­ 
line bombs. 
Crouching behind riot shields, 
the troops fired about 50 rounds 
six-inch rubber bullets intended 
to cripple the legs. They scat­ 


tered the rioters for only a brief 
Hnie.The rioters regrouped for 
another round, and the soldiers 
responded with volley s of tear 
gas. filling the winding streets 
w ith clouds of choking smoke. 
Three soldiers and one civil­ 
ian were reported injured. Cas­ 
ualties among the rioters were 
not known. The Catholics have 
their own first aid stations deep 
inside their district. 
The riot was a backlash reac­ 
tion to the parade through Lon­ 
donderry Tuesday of more than 
6,000 
Protestant 
men 
who 
marched in bowler hats and 
gaudy sashes to drum and fife 
commemorating the lifting of a 
Catholic siege of Londonderry in 
J689 . 
Last y ear’s parade touched 
off fighting between the Bogsid- 
ers and the Protestants which 
spread across Northern Ireland 
and has broken out again and 


again since, with more than a 
score 
killed 
and 
hundreds 
wounded. 


This y ear, double barricades 
nf barbed wire and thousands of 
troops and police kept the Cath­ 
olics away from the parading 
Protestants. Although the gov­ 
ernment had banned the pa­ 
rade, the security forces did not 
try to stop the marchers be­ 
cause there was no confronta­ 
tion between the two religious 
factions. 


Sir Arthur Young, Northern 
Ireland's chief of police, said it 
was the attorney general’s re­ 
sponsibility to “decide what is a 
procession.” He said the names 
of some of the marchers had 
been recorded, and the attorney 
general would decide whether 
they should be prosecuted. 
Only two brief incidents were 
reported. 


One casualty of the day was a 
visitor from the Irish Republic, 
Conor Cruise O’Brien, the e\. 
peri on Africa and the United 
Nations, critic of U.S. foreign 
policy and member of the Irish 
Parliament. Gangs of Protes­ 
tants set on him twice and beat 
him up.

With both congressional and state leg­ 
islative 
reapportionment 
part

prize. Republicans now find their great 
hold on the U.S. governorships threaten­ 
ed in two of the biggest states — Pennsyl­ 
vania and Ohio. 
The Ohio story is not a new one. Dem­ 
ocratic nominee John Gilligan. former 
congressman, was favored even before 
state scandals added to the burdens of 
the GOP nominee. Roger Cloud. A few 
observers, however, are insisting today 
that Gilligan is not the shoo-in he was 
pictured earlier. 
The Pennsylvania battle is weird. For 
a long time, Republican Lt. Gov. Ray 
Broderick was given a big edge as prob­ 
able successor to GOP Gov. Ray Shafer, 
who cannot succeed himself. But now 
Milton Shapp. the same Democrat who 
lost to Shafer in 19B6. is thought to be 
slightly ahead. 
Broderick is running on a strong anti­ 
tax program, opposing the 3 per cent 
personal income levy his own governor 
fought for unsuccessfully in the closing 
years of his term. Shapp. on the oother 
hand, has virtually adopted the Shafer 
program. 
Shapp spent a pot of money last time 
and 
gained 
high 
name 
identification. 
Moreover, he is keeping quieter in this 
campaign and staying out of trouble. Too 
much noise from him about an income 
tax in a state where it is so unpopular 
would hardly seem an advantage. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan still seems a 
good bet for re-election to a second term 
in California, but his Democratic adver- 
nary, the well-known Jess Unruh. is be­ 
lieved to be coming up and is keeping 
Reagan sufficiently busy so that he skip­ 
ped the National Governors’ Conference 
at this Lake of the Ozark.s resort hideout. 
Strong candidates for holding Republi­ 
can chairs are Govs. William Milliken 
of Michigan and Francis Sargent of Mas­ 
sachusetts. both of whom gained office 
by accession from lieutenant governor­ 


ships after George Komney and John 
Volpe joined President Nixon s cabinet. 
They are doing well, even by Democratic 
admission. 
For months top Democrats were down 
on their own nominee in potent New 
York, former Supreme Court Justice Ar­ 
thur Goldberg. Both parties at this mo­ 
ment think he is running much better 
than they imagined he would against in­ 
cumbent Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, seek­ 
ing his fourth term. 
But the wise ones warn against under­ 
estimating the rich, resourceful Rocky. 
Money is never a barrier, he has just be­ 
gun to run some superb commercials, 
and he is still — after endless mad or­ 
deals — one of the best natural cam­ 
paigners in the business. The bets are on 
him. 
If the wild and wooly Gov. Claude Kirk 
(another absentee here) gets past his 
primary opponent, he is a good prospect 
to hold Florida in the GOP camp. Kirk 
is an unpredictable but strangely effec­ 
tive campaigner. 
Some national party people think in­ 
cumbent Democrat Gov. Preston Smith 
of Texas is in serious trouble from Re­ 
publican Paul Fggers, who lost to him 
two years ago. Smith is seen as no great 
wonder, but the weight of judgment is 
that Democratic tradition in Texas Mill 
save him. 
The Republicans' biggest general dif­ 
ficulty is that, with a present 32 to 18 
edge in governorships, they have 24 on 
the block in 1970. With that many tagrets. 
the professionals in both parties feci the 
GOP is bound to lose some ground. 
Among the other places Republicans 
hold which arc: judged by the experts 
here and elsewhere as in greatest peril 
are New Mexico, Alaska (where Interior 
Secretary Mickel bowed out and left the 
post to Gov. Keith Miller), and Wiscon­ 
sin 
(where 
incumbent 
Gov. 
Warren 
Knowles is not up). Most of the remain­ 
der have a good chance.

Bla ck Suicide s 


There has been a striking increase in 
suicides among black men since 1955, 
and among the victims should be includ­ 
ed “ suicidally motivated’' black revolu­ 
tionaries, says a noted behavioral scien­ 
tist. 
According to Dr. Richard H. Seiden, 
associate professor of behavioral sciences 
at the University of California in Berke­ 
ley, the suicide rate of black men be­ 
tween the ages of 25 and 34 in New’ York 
City is over 20 per 100,000 persons — 
about double the rate of their white coun­ 
terparts. 
This contradicts the generally accept­ 
ed belief that far fewer blacks commit 
auicide than w hites. 
Writing m Psychology Today maga­ 
zine, Seiden says that many black revo­ 
lutionaries literally seem to w’ani to be 
killed by police — “ to go down in an 
explosion of masculine rage, hate and 
physical power, making a dent in the 
world when you leave it.” And police 
have generally been quite willing to co­ 
operate in this “ victim-precipitated hom­ 
icide.” 
“ It is possible, if not likely.” says 
Seiden. “ that young black revolutionaries 
are at least partially motivated by a wish 
to be martyred, to be ceremoniously exe­ 
cuted. to be destroyed in violent confron­ 
tation in which they may momentarily 


respect themselves and from which they 
will gain posthumous status, regardless 
of w’hat political or public-relations value 
their deaths may have.” 
In the ghetto subculture, masculinity 
and courage arc frequently defined in 
physical terms, he says, and young black 
males assign a high value to being tough. 
They regard conventional means of sui­ 
cide, such as deliberate drug overdose, 
as soft and unmasculine. 
Thus frontier-type shoot-outs represent 
a swift, uncomplicated means of resolv­ 
ing the conflict in their minds. 
Neither is it mere coincidence that 
young black men do a disproportionate 
share of the actual fighting in Vietnam, 
he says. Many of them are in the front 
lines because they have chosen to be 
there. 
Causes he ascribes to the suicide epi­ 
demic include unemployment, which de­ 
prives many blacks ol self-esteem, psy­ 
chological damage resulting from the ab­ 
sence of a strong father-figure in child­ 
hood, and conditions <>l deprivation, de­ 
spair and rage. 
“ No matter how you slice it.” says 
Seiden, the rising suicide rate among 
young blacks adds up to “ a significant 
portion of our nation’s young men com­ 
mitting suicide and, in my opinion, 
means that the nation is m bad trouble

Several years ago a group 
of them, no more than eight 
or 10. decided to incorporate 
as a nonprofit, charitable cor­ 
poration that would undertake 
experimental p r o j e c t s in 
Christian 
education. 
This 
small group had found real 
success in some of its sum­ 
mer conferences m northern 
California. Retreats and theo­ 
logical bull sessions followed, 
as did a close fellowship that 
shared a 
“ world view” 
that 
became the driving force of 
Eskaton. What emerged is ra­ 
ther astounding. 


IN SLIGHTLY MORE than 
three years of full-time opera­ 
tion, Eskaton lias a headquar­ 
ters in Oakland. Calif., where 
18 salaried aides handle a $10- 
million budget that 
includes 
four hospitals, 
two 
low-cost 
housing projects, and an edu­ 
cational-medical 
facility 
in 
Ba ja California, Mexico. 


Eskaton is headed by the 
Rev. Josh Wilson, a minister 
in the Disciples ol Christ de- 


noimnation 
and 
the 
main 
force behind the nse of this 
unusual organization. 
Wilson 
spent more than a decade in 
Cnristian education projects, 
his most successful being the 
l aith and Life Institute aimed 
at young people from northern 
California churches. One dis­ 
covery from these programs 
was the fact that a youngster 
could learn a year’s 
worth of 
Christian education in three 
weeks' 
time! 
The 
courses 
were 
exciting, 
high-powered 
and life-changing. 


THE EARLY SHAPERS of 
Eskaton hoped to develop an 
educational 
facility 
to 
ad­ 
vance this work with young 
people in the churches, but 
their major opportunity began 
in the field of health care — 
the purchase and operation of 
the American River Hospital 
in Sacramento in 1968. 


HOUSING, HEALTH CARE 
and education — these are the 
three major areas of activity 
for Eskaton. Wilson believes 
that 
Western 
society 
will 
spend more and more time, 
money and energy in these 
categories of existence. Since 
the organized church is floun­ 
dering around, unwilling or 
unable 
to expand 
in 
these 
fields, Eskaton is rapidly de­ 
veloping 
leadership and 
re­ 
sources to fill the vacuum. As 
president of the corporation, 
Wilson has brought together 
a young staff that shares his 


visio n and matches his enthu­ 
siasm. 


Eskaton 
is 
a Greek 
word 
(eschaton) meaning “ the last 
days” or “ the 
last 
limes.” 
Josh Wilson and Co. believe 
we are in the fulfillment of 
prophecy — the end of an age 
is upon us. For many, this is 
tightening. For 
Eskaton. 
the 
celebration can now begin.

One of the stranger argu­ 
ments of the protectionists is. 
in effect, that the nation has 
nothing to lose from imposing 
new import quotas. As well 
as we can follow the reason­ 
ing. it goes like this: 


The U.S. trade surplus has 
largely disappeared, and the 
part that remains is explained 
by G o v e r n m e n t-subsidized 
farm exports. Rising imports 
account for the shrinkage of 
the surplus, so why not check 
them with quotas? 


F’art of the answer is that 
the 
surplus 
of 
merchandise 
exports over imports, though 
far from what it once was, 
appears to have reversed its 
Iohjl decline. Tn June the sur­ 
plus was $466.4 million, on a 
seasonally adjusted basis, the 
largest figure for any month 
in more than four years. 


in the first half of this year 
the trade surplus totaled $1.9 
billion, exceeding the $1.3 bil­ 
lion 
total 
for all 
1969. 
Al­ 
though the Commerce Depart­ 
ment looks for smaller gains 
in the second 
half, it still ex­ 
pects the 
total for the 
full 
year to be a relatively healthy 
*2.5 billion. 


For the first six months of 
1970 exports rose at an annual 
rate of 14 ner cent, imports 
at a 9 per cent rate. While 
it's true 
that such farm prod­ 
ucts as soybeans and cotton 
accounted for some of the ex­ 
port rise, 
strong gains also 
were recorded by chemicals, 
machinery, aircraft and coal. 
The protectionists’ criticism 
of subsidized farm exports is, 
in any ca^e. misdirected. It 
would be fine if all nations, 
the U.S. 
included, 
did 
not 
spend so much time and mon­ 
ey 
manipulating 
their farm 
economies, but the fact is that 
they do. What’s wrong is farm 
policy’, not trade policy. 


Why Is 
the trade 
surplus 
looking up? Well, one reason 
is that the U.S. Government 
is beginning to Mow the long 
inflation 
that 
has 
done 
so 
much 
to encourage imports 
and discourage 
exports. 
Al­ 
ready the inflation rate in this 
eounrty is less 
than that 
of 
some other major nations. 


Aside from the price effects, 
the slower pace of the U.S. 
economy tends to dampen de­ 
ni a n d 
for 
imports — 
and 
makes it easier for U.S. com­ 
panies to satisfy customers’ 
needs. The demand for im­ 
ports 
in 
recent 
years 
has 
stemmed in substantial part 
not 
from 
lower prices 
but 
from easier availability. 


If 
the 
U.S. 
economy 
re­ 
sumes real growth in the sec­ 
ond half of the year, the flow’ 
of imports may well increase. 
With increased price stability, 
though, exports should also be 
able to find 
greater markets 
overseas. 
They should be, that is, if 
Congress doesn’t pass some­ 
thing like the new quota legis­

Ever since the camera was invented 
it has provided a handy analogy to ex­ 
plain the workings of the human eye. 
But what kind of camera is the eye — 
still or motion picture? 
The old question has been answered 
by three women researchers in psychol­ 
ogy at Brown University. The eye is not 
like a still camera, they report, but like 
a movie camera, with the brain receiv­ 
ing a rapid series of still pictures instead 
of a continuous stream of images. 
This means that the eye must under­ 
go very short periods of blindness be­ 
tween each of the still pictures, other­ 
wise everything would be blurred. A 
“ shutter” or suppressor in the brain’s 


visual center operates on the same prin­ 
ciple as the shutter in a movie camera. 
As the film in a movie camera moves 
from picture frame to picture frame, the 
shutter cuts off the light at the instant 
the film is moving. 


Similarly as human eyes look around 
a room or read, they move in small, dis­ 
creet steps ot which we are not conscious. 
At the time of eye movement, vision is 
blacked out for about one-fifth of a sec­ 
ond.

For more than three dec­ 
ades, of course, this nation 
has indeed led the way toward 
increasingly freer trade.

If the U.S. reverses course 
now, as the Ways and Means 
Committee 
proposes, 
it w ill

and tend to push up prices, 
possibly

So it’s impossible to accept 
the contention that the U.S. 
won't sacrifice anything if it 
imposes new’ import quotas. 
On the contrary, it seems to 
us that this nation stands to 
lose quite a lot.
